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HISTORICAL  SKETCHES,  FARMVILLE,  N.  C 


I.   THE  CITY 

The  Census  of  1950  gave  Farmville  approximately  3000  population.  It  was 
incorporated  in  1872,  when  it  liad  only  fifteen  dwellings,  less  than  one  hun- 
dred residents,  and  in  a  village  area  about  equivalent  to  a  city  block.  The 
commissioners  named  in  1872:  James  W.  May,  Sherrod  Belcher,  Dorsey  Jones, 
William  Joyner,  W.  G.  Lang,  and  James  Joyner.  Its  location  was  about 
midway  from  the  Marlboro  intersection  on  the  south  to  that  of  Joyiier's 
cross  roads  on  the  north,  the  distance  to  each  being  about  a  mile.  The  (Irst 
home  at  Farmville  was  a  log  cabin  which  in  1840  stood  diagonally  across 
from  the  present  Farmville  Christian  Church  location.  This  primitive  habita- 
tion was  in  a  pine  thicket  where  lived  a  pig-raising  spinster.  Sallie  Williams. 
In  vigorous,  happy  pioneering,  she  was  a  generation  ahead  of  the  coming 
village. 

The  next  building,  1854,  in  this  city-to-be  was  that  of  the  Antioch  Disciples 
of  Christ.  Farmville,  becoming  a  natural  center  of  trade  in  a  highly  pro- 
ductive agricultural  area,  grew  up  about  this  church.  Then  followed  the 
school  building  in  1857.  Religion  and  education  were  thus  the  first  centers 
of  life,  giving  unusual  distinction  to  the  subsequent  municipal  development. 
The  order  is  significant.  First  a  disappearing  v/ilderness  hut  in  the  "Log 
Cabin  and  Cider"  days;  then  the  church  and  school,  lastly  the  utilities  of 
steadily  growing  trade  with  the  prosperous  hinterland. 

Farmville  known  as  New  Town,  until  its  final  corporate  name  given  by 
John  H.  Hines,  grew  slowly,  with  total  of  only  111  population  in  1880,  and 
140  in  1890.  Goods  were  brought  by  wagon  teams  from  Centre  Bluff,  a  boat 
landing  9  miles  away  on  the  Tar  River,  until  the  Tarboro-Hookerton  railroad 
came  in  1900,  and  the  Norfolk  Southern  in  1907.  The  first  general  store  was 
that  of  May,  Belcher  and  Grimmer  at  Askew's  Corner,  intersection  of  Main  and 
Wilson  Streets.  Other  early  stores  were  those  of  J.  T.  Ward  and  J.  T.  Dixon, 
and  in  1871,  that  of  W.  G.  Lang,  E.  A.  Moye,  and  R.  L.  Davis. 

Incredible  as  it  may  seem,  yet  a  recorded  annal,  (Branson's  N.  C.  Directory), 
1884,  page  534)  the  entire  County  of  Pitt  produced  but  three  acres  of  tobacco 
for  the  whole  year  as  late  as  1884,  having  only  598  pounds  in  all,  while  in 
the  same  year  the  county  had  in  round  numbers  46,000  acres  in  corn,  and 
31,000  in  cotton.  By  1896  however,  Farmville  had  a  population  of  400. 
"Golden  Weed"  Warehouse  and  chant  of  auctioneer  marked  a  new  economic 
era. 

The  local  Church  of  the  Disciples,  known  from  1854  to  1910,  as  Antioch; 
later  Farmville  Christian  Church,  was  begun  as  the  community's  pivot  in 
1854.  It  stood  alone  as  a  church,  until  the  Episcopal  came  in  1888;  Primitive 
Baptist  in  1900;  Methodist,  1901;  Missionary  Baptist,  1909;  Presbyterian, 
1917;  and  Catholic,  1931. 

II.   FARMVILLE  CHRISTIAN  CHURCH 

Official  Minutes  of  the  first  general  meeting  of  the  earli(\st  North  Carolina 
adherents  of  this  faith,  record  March  28-30,  1834,  lor  the  initial  sot-up  of 
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The  Union  Meeting  of  Disciples  of  Clirist.  It  was  at  Little  Sister  Cliurch  in 
Lenoir  County,  eight  miles  north  of  Kinston.  It  was  the  first  such  co-opera- 
tion in  the  state,  and  consisted  of  delegates  from  six  churches  in  four 
counties.  These  were:  Old  Ford,  and  Tranters  Creek  in  Beaufort;  Little 
Sister  in  Lenoir;  Smithwick's  Creek  in  Martin;  and  Grindale  Creek  and 
Rountree  in  Pitt.  Their  five  preachers:  General  William  Clark,  Abraham 
Congleton,  John  P.  Dunn,  Jeremiah  Leggett,  and  Willie  T.  Nobles. 

In  1846  when  Oak  Grove  (Greene)  was  first  enrolled  in  the  Disciples  annual 
state  meeting,  the  fellowship  had  grown  to  27  churches;  1921  members;  in 
10  counties,  with  25  preachers.  Eight  years  later,  1854,  when  Antioch  came 
to  life,  there  were  listed:  37  churches,  2463  members,  in  15  counties,  with 
33  preachers.  There  had  been  intensive  growth  as  well,  for  marked  advaMce 
of  the  cause. 

Old  Antioch  really  began  at  Tyson's  Meeting  House,  located  a  few  miles 
east  of  Farmville  near  the  present  Arthur.  John  P.  Dunn  of  Lenoir  County, 
an  outstanding  native  evangelist  of  the  Disciples,  held  a  revival  at  Tyson's 
Meeting  House,  beginning  November  2,  1850.  The  meeting  resulted  in  123 
baptisms.  Alfred  Moye,  a  prominent  Disciple  and  citizen  of  the  community, 
wrote  his  son,  Moses  Tyson  Moye,  then  at  Wake  Forest  College,  about  this 
meeting,  and  said  it  was  a  season  of  great  revivals.  This  new  Disciple  con- 
gregation was  represented  at  the  State  meeting  of  Disciples  in  1851,  at  Oak 
Grove  Church,  Greene  County,  which  stood  at  the  present  Willow  Green 
crossroads,  by  Josiah  Barrett,  Sherrod  Tyson,  and  S.  Hines,  Jr.  They 
were  received  as  given  in  the  following  minute:  "Friday,  Oct.  17,  1851.  On 
motion  agreed  that  the  Church  of  Christ  at  Tyson's  M.  H.,  Pitt  County,  be 
received  into  this  Conference,  and  that  her  delegates  be  invited  to  take  seats 
and  participate  in  its  proceedings."  Her  delegates  in  1852  at  Elm  Grove 
were  G.  W.  Barrett,  T.  King,  and  A.  Bynum;  in  1853,  at  Wheat  Swamp,  John 
H.  Hines.  By  the  time  of  the  Wheat  Swamp  Convention  in  October,  1853, 
their  membership  had  been  reduced  to  96. 

In  the  summer  of  1853  there  was  bitter  strife  at  Tyson's,  due  to  the  organ- 
ized temperance  movement.  Intemperance  throughout  the  country  had  be- 
come such  a  growing  evil  that  an  order  had  arisen  called  Sons  of  Temiieraii(;u 
to  avert  the  rising  tide  of  alcoholic  drink.  Less  than  a  dozen  of  Tyson's 
members  took  the  position  that  unrestrained  use  of  strong  drink  was  a 
Christian's  inviolable  privilege,  to  be  defended  by  exclusion  f]-om  the  church 
of  the  Sons  of  Temperance  who  were  of  contrary  opinion.  They  would  make 
it  a  test  of  fellowship.  They  wished  to  form  an  organization  under  the  title 
of  "Old-side  Apostolic  Christian  Church,"  of  which  one  of  the  tenets  should 
be:  "No  Son  of  Temperance  is  to  be  admitted  as  a  member  of  this  church." 
The  Disciples  never  recognized  this  "Old-side  Apostolic  Christian  Church" 
in  any  of  their  State  meetings;  in  fact,  their  divisive  idea  never  became  an 
issue  within  the  Disciples  cooperative  order. 

With  a  reduced  fellowship  and  dissension  over  temperance  in  the  air  at 
Tyson's,  it  was  desirable  that  a  new  site  be  found.  James  W.  May  owned 
much  land  at  the  crossroads  which  became  Farmville.  On  December  12, 
1854,  he  deeded  one  acre  to  the  Antioch  "Christian  Babtist  Church,"  "to  have 
and  to  hold  ...  in  fee  simple  ...  to  occupy,  use,  and  enjoy  said  church  as  a 
house  of  Christian  worship  for  the  worship  of  Almighty  God."  The  trustees 
named  in  this  original  deed  of  1854  were:  Peter  E.  Hines,  Richard  A.  Bynum, 
Sherrod  Belcher,  and  Josiah  Barrett..  It  is  apparent  from  the  deed  that  the 
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frame  plant  of  Antioch  had  already  been  erected.  This  stood  for  56  years 
until  1910,  on  the  original  site,  fronting  eastward  at  the  southwest  corner  of 
Main  and  Church  Streets.  Seasonal  heating  of  the  one-room  wooden  structure 
was  by  a  central  stove.  Victorian  segregation  of  the  sexes,  men  on  the  right, 
women  on  the  left,  obtained  until  1892,  in  their  worship  assemblies.  This 
was  the  rural  custom.  The  practice  was  facilitated  by  the  three  feet  high 
median  partition  from  front  to  rear.  Spittoons  were  in  constant  use  in  the 
old  church.  The  Antioch  plant  was  sold  to  Negro  Methodists  in  Farmville, 
who  have  since  used  it  on  their  lot  south  of  the  Norfolk  Southern  R.  R. 
The  present  plant  on  the  old  Antioch  site  was  dedicated  Nov.  13,  1910. 

In  1854,  at  the  Disciples'  State  Meeting,  James  W.  May,  Sherrod  Belcher, 
and  W.  Stancill  represented  this  resurgent  group  and  reported  an  enrolled 
membership  of  95,  there  having  been  one  death  during  the  year.  This 
accounts  in  full  for  the  96  members  which  the  Disciples  had  left  after  the 
dissension  at  Tyson's,  and  it  was  not  considered  as  a  new  church  at  the 
Disciples'  State  Meeting  in  1854,  but  it  was  enrolled  under  the  new  name  of 
Antioch.  Josephus  Latham,  a  strong  advocate  of  temperance,  was  the  first 
Antioch  pastor,  and  held  her  first  revival,  beginning  on  Saturday,  September 
8,  1855.  He  said  the  revival  continued  for  several  days  and  resulted  in  four- 
teen baptisms  "a  goodly  number  of  whom  were  lovely  young  ladies,  two  of 
whom  were  natives  of  Maine,  who  had  bidden  farewell  to  the  loved  ones  at 
home  and  had  come  to  the  far  'Sunny  South'  to  teach."  He  concluded:  "May 
Heaven  guide  these  dear  young  converts  through  this  waste-howling  wilder- 
ness to  the  haven  of  sweet  repose." 

In  1904  the  church  known  as  Corinth,  located  east  of  Farmville  at  Lang's 
Crossroads,  transferred  their  fellowship  to  Antioch.  Since  much  of  the  blood 
of  the  375  persons  presently  enrolled  in  the  Farmville  Church  was  native  at 
Corinth  originally,  it  is  pertinent  that  we  also  sketch  Corinth. 

Corinth  was  first  known  as  Oak  Grove  and  their  building  stood  in  Greene 
County  about  seven  miles  southeast  from  Farmville  at  the  present  Willow 
Green.  This  Oak  Grove  Church  started  in  1830  as  a  member  of  the  Toisnot 
Association  of  Regular  Baptists.  Toisnot  soon  merged  with  Nahunta  Asso- 
ciation and  was  known  as  Contentnea.  On  October  24,  1835,  following  the 
lead  of  Keliukee,  the  Contentnea  adopted  an  anti-missionary  policy.  This 
was  against  the  feelings  of  the  Oak  Grove  Church,  and  after  drifting  for 
eleven  years,  the  church  became  connected  with  the  Disciples  in  1846,  under 
the  evangelistic  leadership  of  John  P.  Dunn.    It  then  had  but  16  members. 

Abram  Baker  represented  Oak  Grove  in  the  Disciples'  State  Meeting  of 
1846  and  '47,  and  Daniel  McArthur  in  1849.  They  entertained  the  State 
Meetings  in  1851,  1860,  1867,  and  1875.  The  Carrs,  the  Mcyes.  the  Langs, 
and  the  Dardens,  were  leading  families  in  this  old  church,  and  they  con- 
tributed much  gain,  actual  and  potential,  to  this  merger  of  fifty  years  ago. 

In  1863  the  place  of  worship  for  Oak  Grove  was  removed  a  short  distance 
over  the  line  into  Pitt  County  and  a  new  building  erected.  It  was  then 
named  Corinth,  as  there  was  already  another  Oak  Grove  Church  of  like  faith 
in  Pitt  County.  The  old  Corinth  building  yet  stands  by  the  Greenville  high- 
way, now  used  as  a  tobacco  pack-house,  and  its  outer  walls  are  commercial 
billboards. 

Alfred  Moye,  (1793-1863),  prominent  layman  in  the  Oak  Grove  church,  was 
a  son  of  Joel,  and  Sarah  Darden  Moye,  and  lived  six  miles  east  of  the  present 
Farmville.   He  married  Orpah  Tyson  in  1818.   Two  of  their  sons  were  pioneer 
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Disciple  leaders  at  Wilson  and  Greenville,  and  several  other  descendants 
became  active  Disciples  at  Farmville  and  elsewhere.  In  1850  he  was  the  first 
president  of  the  Green ville-to-Raleigh  Plank  Road,  (memorialized  for  him 
in  the  public  monument  at  Lang's  Crossroads);  1828-29,  state  representative; 
1831-44,  state  senator;  and  served  admirably  in  various  other  community 
activities.  Preachers  called  his  home  an  "hospitable  mansion".  George  Joy- 
ner  said  of  him:  "The  character  which  he  sustained  for  wisdom,  stability 
and  judgment  was  appreciated  by  the  whole  community." 

Antioch  Church  has  been  outstanding  in  her  furtherance  of  the  Disciples' 
cooperative  life  in  North  Carolina.  Six  annual  State  Meetings  have  been 
entertained  here,  namely:  1857,  1871,  1883,  1895,  1912,  and  1929,  aside  from 
innumerable  conferences  and  inspirational  gatherings  of  smaller  groups. 
Two  of  these  State  Meetings,  namely  1857  and  1883,  are  of  epochal  importance. 
In  '57,  at  Farmville,  the  first  State  Constitution  tor  the  Disciples'  group  was 
adopted,  and  in  '83  the  constitutional  system,  known  as  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Missionary  Convention,  was  adopted.  In  1857  at  Farmville,  also, 
occurred  the  first  ministerial  heresy  trial.  The  name  of  Jesse  P.  Nevill 
was  taken  from  the  roll  because  he  persisted  in  preaching  "certain  untaught 
speculations  concerning  the  origin  and  increase  of  Devils,  the  perpetuity  of 
the  Earth,  and  offering  that  both  Heaven  and  Hell  are  in  this  world."  Also 
Elder  Amos  J.  Battle  withdrew  temporarily  from  the  Disciple  ministry,  due 
as  he  confessed,  "to  the  embarrassed  condition  of  my  pecuniary  indebtedness," 
declaring  further  his  unshaken  "confidence  in  the  correctness  of  your  views 
of  scriptural  truth."  and  avowing  that  he  would  return  to  the  Disciple  pulpit 
as  soon  as  he  should  "be  so  fortunate  as  to  pay  off  my  indebtedness  to  the 
satisfaction  of  your  brotherhood."  He  returned.  The  convention  of  1857 
marked  high  tide,  however,  in  some  constructive  features,  particularly  the 
launching  of  an  aggressive  Sunday  School  movement. 

Antioch's  first  Sunday  School  was  reported  in  1873,  along  with  only  G  otliei- 
Disciple  Schools  in  N.  C,  with  enrollment  of  68,  including  6  teachers.  E.  P. 
Edwards  was  Superintendent.  In  1879,  however,  they  reported  but  one 
teacher,  and  12  "pupils."  1887  report:  W.  R.  Parker,  Superintendent;  aver- 
age attendance  25,  with  65  on  the  roll,  and  to  their  joy  it  was  an  "Evergreen 
School"; — it  ran  "12  months",  in  the  year.  The  next  year  A.  J.  Moye  was 
Supt.,  and  the  enrollment  had  grown  to  89,  including  9  teachers.  The  present 
church  school  of  Farmville  Disciples  plans  enlarged  equipment  for  resurgent 
growth.  It  has  a  strong  teaching  staff,  is  departmentalized,  and  functions 
vitally  in  the  outreaching  church.  The  enrollment  is  251;  Supt.,  R.  D.  Rouse, 
Jr. 

Antioch  was  fortunately  situated  within  ten  miles  of  Mrs.  Sally  Rasberry 
Dixon's  residence  at  "Holliday  Hill,"  where  the  State's  cooperative  Disciples' 
Women's  Work  began  provincially  in  1871,  rising  to  state  level  in  1876,  and 
organically  to  their  national  association  in  1891,  known  officially  then  as  the 
Christian  Women's  Board  of  Missions.  Jesse  T.  Davis,  an  Antioch  pastor 
was  their  first  state  field  promoter  in  1877,  and  another  of  Antioch's  pastors, 
I.  L.  Chestnutt,  was  the  first  state  missionary  supported  the  same  year  by 
their  aggregate  funds.  In  1892,  Mrs.  Estelle  Hardy  Moye,  of  Corinth  Church, 
served  on  their  State  Board  of  Managers. 

Antioch's  C.W.B.M.  officers  in  1901  were:  president,  Mrs.  S.  R.  Hines; 
Vice  President  Mrs.  D.  W.  Arnold;  secretary.  Miss  Alice  Hines;  treasurer. 
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Mrs.  W.  J.  Turnage.  Mrs.  Turnage  has  the  distinction  of  having  held  the 
treasurer's  "office  faithfully  for  38  years."  In  1902,  Antioch  had  12  active 
members  in  their  local  auxiliary,  with  two  subscribers  to  their  national 
paper,  The  Missionary  Tidings.  By  1953,  the  participating  members  of 
Farmville  in  the  Christian  Women's  Fellowship,  modern  counterpart  of  their 
old  C.W.B.M.,  had  grown  to  125;  and  their  offerings  that  year,  totalled,  $783.62. 

Farmville  youth  in  Christian  Endeavor  and  Christian  Youth  Fellowship 
have  long  been  a  vital  force  in  the  church,  under  worthy  sponsors.  The 
church  took  a  generous  part  in  the  building  of  Camp  Caroline,  1953-54. 

The  Christian  Men's  Fellowship,  a  recent  organization  functions  well,  and 
has  given  to  N.  C.  Disciples,  in  this  field  a  state  leader  in  Sam  Bundy.  The 
church  plant  has  been  blessed  with  extensive  remodellings  during  the  pas- 
torates of  Bros.  Tandy  and  Cox.  In  1953  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jesse  Moye  gave  to 
the  church  a  lot  cut  from  their  farm  for  the  construction  of  a  parsonage. 
On  this  lot  the  congregation  erected  a  capacious  modern  brick  home  for  the 
Minister  and  dedicated  it  in  December  1953. 

Under  God  this  church  may  well  look  to  the  century  now  beginning  for  an 
era  of  glorious  advance  with  Christ.

GIVER  OF  THE  SITE 

James  Williams  May  of  American  Revolutionary  ancestry,  son  of  James  and 
Harriet  Williams  May,  was  born  in  Pitt  County  July  24,  1820,  and  died  May 
21,  1882,  at  his  Farmville  home,  213  South  Main  Street,  which  is  yet  standing 
as  one  of  the  original  homes  of  the  city.  This  home  is  presently  occupied  by 
his  granddaughter  Tabitha  M.  DeVisconti.  on  the  same  block  and  to  the  south 
of  the  Farmville  Christian  Church. 

James  Williams  May  on  June  26,  1844,  married  Tabitha  Bynum,  daughter 
of  Gideon  and  Sarah  May  Bynum;  their  four  children:  two  sons,  James  Oscar, 
and  James  Edwin  Benjamin;  and  two  daughters,  Susan  Frances  (Hill-Albrit- 
ton),  and  Adeline  Gertrude  (Dupree-DeVisconti.) 

His  Confederate  service,  1862-'65  was  in  Co.  C,  44th  N.  C.  Regiment,  assign- 
ed to  eastern  N.  C,  and  later  to  Brigade  of  Gen.  J.  J.  Pettigrew  in  Va.  Bro. 
May  was  baptized  by  Josephus  Latham  in  1852,  and  two  years  later  gave  the 
Farmville  Christian  Church  site,  where,  in  old  Antioch  he  was  an  active 
layman  for  28  years.

According  to  records  now  available,  this  church  has  had  nineteen  ministers 
giving  regular  pastoral  oversight,  sketched  as  follows: 

1.  Josephus  Latham,  (1S28-1889)  native  or  Pantego,  N.  C;  served  four  terms, 
1854-'55;  1858-'61;  1864-'80;  and  1888.  Ordained  April  1,  1849.  Married 
Martha  F.  Brown,  of  Pitt  County,  May  31,  1S54.  Ministered  in  N.  C,  40  years, 
baptized  2000,  officiated  at  500  marriages.  Supt.  of  Schools  in  Pitt  County, 
1882-'89. 

"Eternity  alone  will  disclose  the  magnitude  of  his  great  work  in  N.  C." 
John  James  Harper. 

2.  George  Joyner,  (1823-1885)  native,  Farmville,  N.  C;  served  two  terms; 
1856-'57,  and  18G2-"63,  and  is  buried  in  the  local  church  cemetery.  Trained 
at  Wake  Forest  College  and  began  preaching  in  1853,  ministering  thirty-two 
years  to  North  Carolina  Disciples.  He  married:  First  Miss  Speight;  second 
Henrietta  Parrott;  third  Miss  Blount. 

He  read  his  sermons,  "written  in  a  chaste  style — and  made  a  fine  impres- 
sion on  all  who  heard  him."   John  Tomline  Walsh. 

3.  Isaac  Lamar  Chestnutt,  (1851-1907);  native.  Griffon,  N.  C;  grandson  of 
Willie  T.  Nobles,  (Greenville,  N.  C.)  Pioneer  Disciple  preacher.  Served 
Farmville,  3  terms:  1881-1887;  1889-1890;  1892-1895.  Came  from  Union  Bap- 
tists, 1872.  Trained  by  Joseph  Henry  Foy,  at  Kinston.  First  resident  min- 
ister at  Farmville,  1883;  likewise.  New  Bern,  1890.  Married  Clara  Ella 
Dixon,  of  Hookerton,  N.  C,  Dec.  23,  1885.  Ministered  35  years  in  North  Caro- 
lina and  Virginia. 

He  "was  loved  by  those  who  knew  him."    Samuel  W.  Sumrell. 

4.  John  J.  Harper,  (1841-1908),  native,  Bentonville,  N.  C;  served  1891.  In 
1901-'02,  founder  of  Atlantic  Christian  College;  President,  1904-'08.  He  was 
baptized  by  H.  D.  Cason,  July  29,  1860,  and  preached  first  on  May  18,  18(51. 
Married  Arrita  Anderson  Daniel,  May  1,  1862.  State  Senator,  1881;  editor 
of  The  Christian  Visitor,  1876-1877;  1886-1887.    Ministered  in  N.  C,  46  years.

5.  Jesse  T.  Davis,  (1828-1909),  native,  Hookerton,  N.  C;  served,  1896.  A 
mechanic  and  farmer.  Married  Martha  Jones  in  the  lS60's,  and  their  home 
was  in  Ayden,  N.  C,  in  their  latter  years.

1897-'98.  Attended  Wake  Forest  College,  and  graduated  at  Bethany  College, 
Va.,  July  4,  1858.  Married  Penelope  E.  Whitehead,  at  Wilson,  N.  C,  Jan.  6, 
1863.    Ordained  Oct.  9,  1870.    Captain  of  Co.  G.  Confederate  Cavalry,  and 
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chaplain  of  Wilson,  N.  C.  Confederate  Veterans  after  1865.  Druggist  at 
Wilson.    Editor  of  the  Watch  Tower,  1875. 

"One  of  the  purest  and  most  unselfish  preachers  among  the  Disciples  in 
North  Carolina."   John  Tomline  Walsh. 

7.  J.  B.  Greenwade.  Served  Farmville,  1899.  Came  to  Plymouth,  N.  C.  in 
1898,  from  Kentucky  where  he  had  ministered  at  Grayson,  1895;  and  Jeffer- 
sonville  (Montgomery  County),  1897. 

8.  John  W.  Tyndall,  (1877-1933);  native  of  eastern  N.  C;  served,  1900.  Con- 
ducted Industrial  Christian  College,  Dawson,  N.  C,  1907-1914,  which  led  a 
goodly  number  into  the  Christian  ministry.  President,  Randolph  College, 
Cisco,  Texas.  Died  in  automobile  wreck  near  Altus,  Okla.;  buried  at  St. 
Louis,  Mich.

9.  David  Wilbur  Arnold,  present  residence,  Washington,  N.  C.  Served  Farm- 
ville, 1901-'03.  Native,  Cherry,  N.  C.  Ordained  Sept.  24,  1900.  Married  Sarah 
Virginia  Spruill,  Apr.  10,  1898.  Graduate  Benthany  College,  W.  Va.,  1911. 
First  Farmville  parsonage  built  1902,  earliest  among  N.  C.  Disciple  parsonages, 
erected  during  his  pastorate.    Other  ministries,  Greenville,  Dunn,  Goldsboro.

10.  A.  F.  Leighton,  (Died  at  Tarboro,  N.  C,  Dec.  7,  1925);  served,  1904;  or- 
dained, 1899.  Married  IVIiss  Draughan,  Whitakers,  N.  C,  Graduate  Johnson 
Bible  College,  1899;  attended  Atlantic  Christian  College,  1904-'05,  U.  of  N.  C, 
Chapel  Hill,  10  summers.    High  School  teacher,  18  years.

11.  I.  W.  Rogers,  (1864-1928),  served  1905.  Native,  Lebanon,  Mo.  Trained 
at  Buffalo,  Mo.,  and  for  two  and  one-half  years  at  Johnson  Bible  College. 
Married  Challie  Jane  Holton,  daughter  of  A.  J.  Holton  of  Olympia,  N.  C, 
June  4,  1902.  Came  to  N.  C,  1896,  locating  at  Dunn,  later  at  Trenton,  and 
Bridgeton.  Also  served  at  Middleton,  New  Bern,  Pantego,  Columbia,  and 
Arapahoe.

Later  train- 
ing at  College  of  Missions,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  and  School  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion at  Hartford,  Conn.   N.  C.  State  Secretary,  1909-'10.   Married  Selah  Louise 
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Beam,  1916.  Together  they  were  Disciple  Missionaries  in  Argentina.  Para- 
guay, and  Puerto  Rico.

Married  Annie  L.  Batenian  of  Plymouth,  N.  C,  October  24, 
1906.    Editor,  Watch  Tower.  1914.    Ministered  40  years  in  N.  C.  and  S.  C.

Gazette,  1910-'ll;  journalistic  training 
under  Irvin  S.  Cobb.    Other  Christian  ministry  in  Tenn.  and  S.  C.

16.  Olin  E.  Fox,  present  residence,  Griffin,  Ga.;  served  1920-'24,  during  which 
there  were  100  additions.

Sally  Bunch,  of  Augusta,  Ga..  June.  1910;  second,  Bessie  Moody,  of  Griffin, 
Ga.,  Feb.,  1946.  Graduate,  Atlantic  Christian  College,  1924.  Over  40  years 
ministered  in  Kan..  N.  C,  Ga.  and  Ala.

His  ministry  has  been  in  N.  C.  ( Farm- 
ville  and  New  Bern),  Miss.,  Okla.,  Ky.,  and  Md.

Married  Susan  Dewey  Lawwill.  of  Manchester,  O.,  who  was  trained  in  Ken- 
tucky State  University,  Lex.  He  was  principal,  Vicksburg,  Miss.  High  School, 
four  years,  and  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tandy  served  on  faculty  of  Midland  Col- 
lege, Texas.    He  ministered  in  Tex.,  Miss.,  Ala.,  and  N.  C.

Student  pastorates  in  Tenn.,  Okla.,  and  Iowa,  and  ministered 
in  Virginia,  at  West  Point  and  Salem,  prior  to  his  service  in  U.  S.  Military 
Chaplaincy,  1941-'46.

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BRIEFS  FROM  OLD  RECORDS 


The  following  are  some  excerpts  copied  literally  from  the  only  such  record 
book  available,  used  by  Antioch  (Farmville)  prior  to  1910.  These  quotations 
from  their  "Quarterly  Meeting,"  give  documented  insights  into  the  life  of 
the  old  church  about  midway  of  her  one  hundred  years. 

Jan.  13,  1894.  "Bro.  Geo.  W.  Barrett  has  offered  his  resignation  as  clerk  of 
Antioch  church  .  .  .  Resolve,  that  the  church  tender  to  Bro.  Barrett  its 
most  sincere  thanks  and  gratitude  for  the  forty  two  years  of  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duty  as  clerk." 

Sept.  10,  1897.  "Thanks  of  the  church  was  tendered  to  the  citizens  of  the 
town  and  community  for  their  liberality  in  contributing  towards  the  carpet- 
ing of  the  church."  Dec.  11,  1897.  "A  King  Heater  was  donated  by  some  of 
the  young  people  of  the  town,  to  the  church  and  the  thanks  of  the  congrega- 
tion tendered  to  them  for  this  very  acceptable  gift." 

Dec.  10,  1898.  "Motion  that  Bro.  Whitus  pay  someone  for  cutting  wood 
and  putting  it  in  the  house.  Motion  carried.  Bro.  Dixon  agreed  to  give  a 
cord  of  wood  and  haul  it  to  the  church." 

June  9,  1900,  "first  bisnuss  before  the  meeting  was  should  we  locate  Bro. 
Tyndall  here  our  minister  after  being  ordained  or  no,  and  it  was  referred  to 
the  officers  of  the  church." 

Dec.  8,  1900.  "A  letter  from  the  Christian  Church  at  Galveston,  Texas  was 
Read,  a  collection  to  be  taken  up  2nd  lords  day  for  ther  Relief"  .  .  .  "The 
wire  fence  to  be  put  up  a  Round  the  church  and  Simiatery  came  up  in  the 
meeting,  and  Bro.  Geo.  W.  Freeman  was  appointed  to  see  what  he  could  get 
on  it." 

March  9,  1901.    "it  was  moved  and  carried  that     's 

name  be  Erast  from  the  church  book  of  Antioch  church  for  useing  Intoxicant 
licker  to  an  access  and  his  Request". 

June  8,  9,  1901.  "dinner  was  served  on  the  ground  at  the  church  both  Sattur- 
day  and  lord's  day.  The  next  Bisnuss  in  order  was  to  Bild  a  parsonage  and 
it  was  desided  to  bild  it.  and  a  committe  pointed  to  look  after  the  bilding  as 
follows:  D.  W.  Arnold,  J.  T.  Dixon,  Geo.  W.  Freeman  for  Antioch  Christian 
Church  and  W.  M.  Lang,  and  A.  J.  Moye  for  Corinth  Christian  Church,  and 
the  parsonage  is  to  be  on  Antioch  Christian  Church  lot  at  Farmville,  N.  C." 

Dec.  7,  1901.  "Bro.  A.  J.  Moye  states  he  would  lone  to  bild  the  parsonage 
$400.00  and  Bro.  Geo.  W.  Freeman  was  instructed  to  commens  the  bilding  as 
Erley  as  possible." 

March  8,  1902.  "Bros.  D.  W.  Arnold  and  J.  H.  Flannagan  was  elected, 
[delegates  to  the  Eden  Union  Meeting]  and  instructed  to  pay  to  the  union 
$1.00,  and  a  collection  was  taken  and  the  Said  one  Dollar  was  Raised." 
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March  28,  1902.  "there  was  elected  and  made  known  to  the  church  her 
officers  as  follows:  Elder:  Willis  R.  Williams,  John  King;  Deacons  and  to 
look  after  the  poor  of  the  church:  John  H.  Flannagan,  J.  J.  Parker.  Willis 
Hamphton,  Geo.  W.  Freeman;  Trustees:  J.  T.  Dixon,  Geo.  W.  Freeman,  and 
J.  M.  Windham." 

Sept.  15,  1902.  "Bro.  Freeman  stated  the  parsonage  cost  $655.74i/2." 

March  7,  1903.  "Stated  by  G.  W.  Freeman  he  had  Received  a  card  from  Bro. 
J.  D.  Waters  asking  that  the  church  assess  them  self  for  State  Mission.  .  .  . 
Receipts  showed  that  the  church  had  paid  $5.55  for  state  mission  up  to  date." 

April  24,  1904.  "Bro.  W.  G.  Lang  departed  this  life  and  went  to  live  with 
Jesus." 

June  10,  1905.  "Bro.  A.  J.  Moye  who  was  regular  deacon  at  Corinth  and 
who  acted  in  that  capacity  here  was  ordered  put  on  roll  as  such." 

July  8,  1910.  "Brother  J.  C.  Caldwell  was  present  and  gave  us  an  inspiring 
talk — Moses  L.  Moye,  Clerk,"  [for  that  date].
